The series of socials and enter- 
tainments given by the faculty and 
students of Narberth public schools 
last week was thoroughly enjoyable. 
We hope a substantial sum has been 
realized from sales and suppers for 
the Domestic Science Course, in 
whose behalf the entertainments were 
planned. Parents of children who at- 
tended must have been gratified to 
note the devotion of the teachers to 
their young charges, and the apt and 
intelligent grasp all of the participants 
had of their respective parts in the 
entertainments. We have seen schools 
in all parts of the country, but can 
truthfully say we have never seen any, 
where there has been a finer spirit of 
co-operation between teachers and 
pupils, nor more unselfish devotion on 
the part of teachers, than in the Nar- 
berth schools. When we think of the 
lasting impressions made on the minds 
of our children in this formative 
period in their lives, we should be 
thankful that they are surrounded by 
such ennobling influences and ex- 
amples. 



Recognition of the high standing and 
general excellence of Narberth public 
schools by educational authorities of 
the State, is highly gratifying to our 
citizens. A very recent evidence of 
this is the election of the president of 
our Board of Education, Mr. C. How- 
ard McCarter, as vice-president of the 
Pennsylvania State Educational Asso- 
ciation. Mr. McCarter has been one 
of the delegates to the conventions of 
the directors' department of this as- 
sociation for the past seven or eight 
years. His election to the vice-presi- 
dency of the association is additional 
testimony to the value of his services 
as delegate, and to bis broad views 
on all of the problems that arise in 
the conduct of our public school sys- 
tem, acquired by many years of ex- 
perience and careful study of condi- 
tions. Another evidence is the recent 
visit to Narberth of Mr. Kast, a repre- 
sentative of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. The State Board is fully advised 
of the conditions existing in Narberth, 
not only as to the high efficiency of 
its board of directors and faculty, 
but as to the absolute inadequacy of 
its plant. Mr. Kast is an architect of 
wide experience, whose business is to 
visit school plants in all parts of the 
State. He not only made a thorough 
survey of our plant, but studied its 
location, with reference to the needs 
of the borough, and interviewed a 
number of citizens, to obtain some 
idea as to the causes or the "dead- 
lock" that has prevented necessary 
increase in accommodations. This 
visit will doubtless be followed by 
recommendations to the board. What- 
ever these recommendations may be, 
it is hoped our citizens will get to- 
gether and do something to afford re- 
lief to overcrowded children and over- 
worked teachers. 



A recent newspaper article men- 
tions two towns in England which are 
separated only by a common road or 
highway. At one time there was but 
one community on the present site of 
the two towns, but disagreements 
arose between the inhabitants of the 
sections on either side of the road, 
which resulted in the formation of two 
towns, each bearing a different name. 
That made' it necessary to have two 
sets of officials, two gas and electric 
light plants, two water works, two fire 
departments, etc., whereas only one of 
each is necessary. Furthermore, the 
road running between the two towns 
is in a wretched condition. The two 
communities are at logger-heads over 
the question of which shall bear the 
expense of repairing it. This is a 
good example of the wastefulness due 
to a lack of co-operation. Of course 
there is no prospect of such a condi- 
tion arising in Narberth, as there is 
no difference of opinion between the 
residents of the north and south sides 
as such, but the above illustration is 
given to point out the dangers to a 
town where the community spirit is 
lacking and selfishness is paramount. 
There are no differences between the 
people of our town, which cannot 
be settled amicably to all and for the 
good of the people of Narberth as a 
whole, if each of us would put self- 
interest behind him, like old man 
Satan, and work and vote for the com- j 
mon good. The most important ques- 
tion that now confronts our borough 
is that of additional school facilities. 
Our present equipment is extremely 
inadequate to our immediate and 
future needs. Conditions grow worse 
each succeeding year. If we do not 
have more room very soon, the result 
will be serious. That point cannot 
be put too strong. No selfish motive 
and no prejudice against anybody or 
anything should sway us. Each and 
every one of us should work and vote 
for what is best for the town as a 
whole. If something isn't done quick- 
ly, it will not be long before some of 
our children will have to go outside 
of Narberth for schooling. That de- 
plorable state of affairs will come only 
if we cannot get together — and of 
course that will be the "other fellow's 
fault."

Every citizen of Narberth who at- 
tended the children's exercises at the 
school building last Saturday after- 
noon, commemorating the birthday an- 
niversary of the father of our coun- 
try, must have felt a thrill of re- 
newed patriotism and loyalty to the 
flag which was waved in such profu- 
sion by children and extolled by them 
in words and action. 

At the same time, the opportunity 
afforded us to become better ac- 
quainted with our school and its equip- 
ment, its principal, and his many able 
assistants, could not have failed to 
promote a general feeling of pride in 
our school, our town, and everything 
in it, and awaken a desire to personal- 
ly assist, in "lifting better up to best." 

All of which is in sharp contrast 
to the sentiments betrayed in a con- 
versation recently heard on the 5.45 
P. M. train just as it stopped at Nar- 
berth station and while the usual 
large number of commuters were 
crowding down the aisles. Said one 
to another in a voice loud enough to 
attract the attention of all around 

him: "I must get out of this 

town. It is the worst • hole 

on the main line. The people in it 
are all ." 

The language used is unprintable. 
It was only an overpowering sense 
of shame in the discovery that we had 
within our borders a citizen of this 
type that restrained the writer, who 
overheard the conversation, from 
climbing onto the back of a seat and 
assuring the rest of the passengers 
that the obnoxious person was not by 
any means a representative citizen of 
Narberth. 

The only hopeful feature connected 
with the circumstance is the statement 
of the speaker's intention to get out of 
town. We do not know whether he 
has carried out his intentions or is 
arranging to do so. We hope he has 
done both. The space which he oc- 
cupies in Narberth is needed to make 
room for decent, loyal citizens. If, 
perhaps, he be "a discontended gentle- 
man whose humble means match not 
his haughty mind," and the reason for 
further delay in moving is a fianncial 
one, our town is ever ready to promote 
any enterprise for the common good 
and will cheerfully undertake the 
raising of sufficient funds to assure 
immediate departure. Our only regret 
is that some other community must 
be afflicted with the burden which we 
thus escape.

Now, when they pay for 
1916 they will receive a tag which 
must be worn on the collar of the dog. 
If any have been missed, or not having 
already paid their tax on dogs, had 
better arrange as soon as possible 
with Herbert Yowell, as the law 
which was passed in 1915 distinctly 
says, that all dogs must wear a tag, 
and a tax on all dogs must be paid 
or the dog will be destroyed, at such 
time which is set by the commissioner 
in the early spring when the con- 
stable makes his rounds. 

The law does not require the man 
to keep coming until he receives thej 
tax. After once calling and not get- | 
ting it, it is the place of the owner of 
such dog to see that it is paid, so 
communicate with Herbert Yowell and 
get your tag.

FOLLOW YOUR IMPULSE AND YOU 
WILL BE RIGHT. 

"Follow your instinct if you want 
to be a eugenist," said a statement 
issued by the American Genetic As- 
sociation to-day. "Obey that impulse 
and put on trust in the superficial 
reasoning of your intellect." 

Through the American Genetic As- 
social, Dr. Samuel C. Kohs, psy- 
chological expert, warns against what 
he calls the dangerous superstition 
that the reasoning power of the in- 
dividual is a safeguard to his conduct. 

Reason, Dr. Kohs says, always tends 
to lead one to the actions that are 
hostile to the interests of the race. 
Hut. fortunately for the race, he adds, 
people very rarely act on these, even 
when they think they do. It is hidden 
instinct that is driving them all the j 
time. 

"Dr. Kohs," says the American 
Genetic Society, "is attached to the 
House of Correction of Chicago, and 
his duty is to analyze the minds of 
offenders against the city's laws, and j 
find how deep, down their badness | 
goes. He is a disciple of President j 
G. Stanley Hall, of Clark University, 
to whom he gives credit for pointing 
out the great superiority of instinct 
over reason, as a guide for action." 

In a recent issue of the Journal of 
Heredity, organ of the American Gen- 
etic Association, Dr. Kohs discusses 
the unconscious activities of the mind 
and their significance to eugenics. 

"We are liable/* he says, "to over- 
emphasize the importance of con- 
scious, superficial, intellectual factors 
nver those which are unconscious, 
innate, organic. The superiority of 



instinct over reason is that it regulates 
conduct in the interest of the species 
at every point, while consciousness is 
selfish and is exactly measured by the 
degree to which the individual has 
broken away from the dominance of 
the race and set up for himself against 
us. 

"There is much of the cave man, 
even in the most cultured individual, 
which conies to the surface when op- 
portunity presents itself and environ- 
ment supplies the stimulus. Culture 
is only superficial. 

"The motives for nearly all kinds 
of human actions cannot be known 
even to the actor, but are due to un- 
conscious impulses. The activity of 
the mind is compared to an iceberg: 
that which is visible to the conscious: 
but. easily, nine-tenths of the mass 
remains submerged, unconscious. 

"And it is this unconscious mind, of 
whose workings the possessor himself 
is in ignorance, that directs most of 
his actions, and directs them along 
eugenic lines. 

"Behind the avowed causes of our 
acts there undoubtedly lie secret 
causes that we do not avow, but be- 
hind these secret causes there are 
many others more secret still, which 
we ourselves ignore. The greater part 
of our actions are the result of hidden 
motives which escape our observa- 
tion. 

"Eugenists have too frequently seen 
some expression of this subconscious 
mind and called it heredity. They 
have declared bad temper or a ten- 
dency to tell lies, for example, to be 
due to inheritance. I believe they are 
mistaken and that such defects are 
due to some disturbance in the sub- 
conscious mind. The phychologist 
can straighten out this disturbance. 

"Confirmed liars and grouches are 
not necessarily doomed to suffer this 
defect throughout their lives, avoided in 
marriage by those who make eugenics 
their religion. By a proper handling of 
the unconscious factors, such a trait 
as bad temper can be 'harnessed/ and 
the energy which it uses up can be 
driven into a different channel, where 
it witl do good instead of harm to its 
possessor."
